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Sir James Pitman 
Presents Scheme 
for Global force '

The establishment of a world 
police force was advocated yester- 1 
day in a speech to the UN Club 1 
l>v Sir James Pitman, Conservative 
M.P. and chairman t)f the British ' 
Parliamentary Group for World 
Government. 

Explaining the need for such ac- 
tion, Pitman pointed out that a 
subtle change in thinking from 
defense tp offence as the only 
means of national security has 
been implemented by the major 
powers. "The U.S. and Russia have 
changed to the idea of attack, 
whether initial attack or retalia- 
tory attack," he said. . • 

Furthermore, he accused the ma- 
jor powers of insincerity In the re- 
cent disarmament talks; neither 
side trusting the other and in the 
interim continuing the arms race. 
"But", he continued, "we are not 
going to disarm unless we have a 
positive security, more so than our 
present arms can give us." 

RESPONSIBLE 

The troops of the U.N. security 
forces now in existence arc res- 
ponsible to each individual coun- 
try; they are paid by their res- 
pective countries and they owe 
loyalty to these states. An Inter- 
national force paid by a central 
world governing body such as the 
United Nations is the only prac- 
tical means of ending the arms 
race and of achieving a measure 
of world security, he maintained. 

The British politico theft ad- 
vanced his proposal for setting up 
a world police force to be con- 
trolled by the United Nations. The 
world Federalist Organization, the 
body which invited Pitman to Ca- 
nada for the purpose of addressing 
a group of Ottawa senators and 
Members of Parliament with the 
aim of creating a Parliamentary 
Group for World Government in 
this country, does not press for a 
world government. It simply wants 
an effective check on all world 
armed forces, Lev a. central world 
agency in which every nation can 
put its trust. 

BEST EQUIPPED 

The U.N. would be the best or- 
ganization equipped to administer 
the proposed force, since it would 
have nuclear arms to defeat any 
potentially bellicose nation. 

But arms and might as such 
should not be out lawed since they 
are needed for internal security; 
and, as he remarked, "They'll still 
change the guard at Buckingham 
Palace."

up efficient Industry with the most 
modern technology, low labour 
costs and close co-operation be- 
tween management and labour. In 
addition, Hees suggested, many 
Canadian companies have failed 
to match their competitors in de- 
sign quality and price despite the 
efforts of the government to sti- 
mulate awareness of the dangers 
of complacency. 

Scorn was also poured on the 
suggestion of Liberal leader Pear- 
son for a free trade area involv- 
ing Canada and the United States. 
"The great American industries 
would simply increase their pro- 
duction runs ten percent and 
Canadian producers would be very 
hard pressed." 

The Minister did reveal that 
the government was studying very 
closely the possibilities of expand- 
ing trading opportunities within 
the Commonwealth and suggested 
that a new Commonwealth Con- 
ference might be called soon. Hees 
refused to comment on the sug- 
gestion that Canada would move 
to replace Britain as the leading 
Commonwealth member but ob- 
served "Canada is very highly 
regarded among Commonwealth 
countries.'* 

ENGINEERS 

The need for production engi- 
neers to control costs and Im- 
prove efficiency was cited byjleca 
as one of the areas where uni- 



versity graduates were particular- 
ly needed in helping Canada deal 
with her trade problems. He also 
called for architects and artists 
to work on improved product de- 
sign and to help the new National 
Design Council 'to develop dis- 
tinctive and attractive Canadian 
products. 

The Minister urged all students 
to join a political party, "any par- 
ty", and to press their ideas and 
suggestions on the old guard po- 
liticians. He pointed out that the 
average age of members . of Par- 
liament was 20 years younger than 
before the war and that many 
woman were active in the House. 
QUERIES 

A question period brought que- 
ries about defence/ nuclear wea- 
pons, surplus butter and trade 
with China. Mr. Hees drew a 
round of applause when he told 
one questioner "We do not take 
our orders from the Department 
of State". He also felt that there 
did not have to be any connec- 
tion between trade and diplomatic 
recognition. "The Chinese buy from 
us because it is a good deal, 
not because they like us."

A Changing Basis 

AT THE RECENT NFCUS conference. Dr. H. S. Armstrong, 
Dean of Arts and Science at McMaster University com- 
mented that "Society should wake op to the fact that 
university is not for.everybody and should accept the res- 
ponsibility that the absolute minimum be deferred for 
financial reasons only". There is a great deal of truth to the 
first half of this statement but, unfortunately, many will 
protest that it does not agree witrrour democratic principles 
of equal opportunity for every man. 

A great degl of attention is currently being, given to 
the fact that many students are motivated to enter university 
by the expectation of financial re-imbursement upon the 
acquisition of a degree. Supposing that this charge is even 
partially correct, we are no longer arguing that every man 
should be given the opportunity to go to college to^obtain 
an education but that every man should have the chance 
to improve hit financial status by means of a degree. 

According to this supposition, however, the real meaning 
of a degree, the proper aim of a university which is to 
develop intelligence and" critical appreciation and to widen 
the range" of Interests has been circumvented. The demands 
of society in general and the business world In particular 
that a -man be lettered if he wishes to keep alive his hopes 
of advancement have been allowed to impinge upon the 
work of our educational institutions to the extent that a 
man such as Professor Long of the • University of Toronto 
can accuse our universities of having "become vocational 
schools for the training of technologists". 

The business world certainly has a right to ascribe more 
importance to the man of education, but it has no right to 
impose these financial — and social — implications on our 
educational system. If the trained individual is valued for 
his knowledge and . not for the prestige of his degree; then 
it would seem quite feasible to advocate the initiation of 
responsible vocational Institutions, leaving the universities 
free to follow the more abstract goals of cultural and intel- 
lectual pursuit. 

Under this system, Dr. Armstrong would be perfectly 
within the bounds of democratic idealism in stating that 
universities are "not for everybody" and yet every man 
would have equal opportunity to follow his inclinations. 
However, if it is the degree rather than the knowledge to 
which society gives preference, then educational activities 
can look forward to an extensive future under the present 
conditions. , 

One Way Expansion 

LAST FRIDAY, at the Founder's Day Convocation, Dr: James 
announced that McGill would be forced to set a limit of 
9,500 on next year's enrollment due to the fact that the 
facilities of the univprsity have reached the point of maximum 
overcrowding. At the same time an ambitious building pro- 
gram was outlined. 

However in seeking to satisfy the desperate need for 
more physical facilities to accommodate the increasing num- 
bers of people desiring higher education, a secondary defi- 
ciency is being neglected. This is the problem of the student- 
professor ratio. 

During the past few years the number of students in 
almost every course has shown a marked increase. Lectures 
In Moyse Hall, and. the PSCA are regularly being given to 
"standing-room only" 'audiences. Each September theré it 
a scramble for larger classrooms as professors discover tfîat 
the room which. sufficed the previous year's class is no longer 
• adequate. Certain seminar courses have become so over- 
populated that they have to be given as lectures. 

One of the: essential Ingredients of the development of 
the students mind is the stimulation of intellectual discussions. 
If the university wishes to produce something more than 
hundreds of spools of medium-quality memory-tape, it must 
Insure that students are regularly confronted with the oppor- 
tunity of participation in such discussions. 

We can expand as much as we like but we run the great 
danger of diluting the value of a university If we do not 
maintain a constant balancé between student and teacher. 



Takes Issue

May I remind Miss Labow and 
Mr. Jaffe, whose letters appear- 
cd In the Daily October 10, that 
the Communist ideology advo- 
cates world-wide conversion to 
their doctrine, by any means 
available. If slogans such as. 
"Better Red than Dead" are 
commonplace in the western he- 
misphere, they show the U.S.S.R. 
that we are apathetic . to the 
cause of democratic freedom. 
The CUCND, in their present ap- 
proach, certainly do not further 
our cause. * 

I can do no better than to 
quote the Daily Editorial of Oc- 
tober 6; "History records a near 
fiasco during the 1st half of 
World War II as a result of the 
British no-rearmament decision."

Certainly then t He docs 
not "march with the CUCND", 
for a lack of adequate prepara- 
tion in the West will be an in- 
centive to Communist agression 
and World War III.

Anyone who declares that 
the democracy consists princi- 
pally in listening to the speech- 
es of our politicians (I presume 
that that Is what is meant by 
"the proper channels of accre- 
dited representation"), has su- 
rely an ostrich-eye view of de- 
mocracy, and would do well to 
read the writings on this sub- 
ject of men at one time as- 
sociated with the "unjudicious 
mob", Thomas Jefferson, Charles 
Adams, Edmund Burke, Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

It perhaps has never dawned 
on the Editor-in-Chief that the 
main reason why Hitler was 
able to get into power within 
democratic constitutional forms, 
was simply because the ostriches 
of yesteryear (like those today) 
said : "Let the leaders take care 
of things; they know best !" De- 
mocracy was reduced to casting 
a ballot every few years, and 
once in such a state of anemia, 
it was not difficult to dispense 
with the last formality. 

A healthy, vigorous democra- 
cy makes use of all the means 
of expression available to the 
people, from petitions to public 
demonstrations, in order that 
the politicians may know the 
mind and tenor of all the strata 
of. society, where ideas arc free 
to open expression and debate. 
When this is replaced by an 
atmosphere of suspicion and po- 
litical conformity, democracy be- 
comes but a hollow catchword;

He stated further that reforms 
arc needed in three fields : amend- 
ments to existing laws, redistri- 
bution of legislative seats, and the 
finances of parties and payment 
of election expenses. 

AMENDMENTS NEEDED 

As an example of the need 
for amendments for existing elec- 
toral laws, Mr. Barbeau spoke of 
the act now in force that deals 



with the contestation of elections, 
the Disputed Elections Act. 
■ He pointed out that the Umt 
required to reach a judgment un- 
der the existing act "renders al- 
most impossible the practical con- 
testation of an election". 
. Other reforms suggested by Mr. 
Barbeau are new electoral laws, 
with -n serious attempt to en- 
force them; uniformity of federal, 
provincial, and local laws; iden- 
tification of candidates on ballots; 
and a new system of penalties 
for election offenders. 

COST OF ELECTIONS 
Mr. Barbeau further stated that 
the cost of elections, higher' in 
Quebec than elsewhere in Ca- 
nada, should not have to be raised 
by political parties from private 
citizens.

Digital Computer Will Be Used 
To Mail Engineering Magazine 

Beginning with its December issue, "The McGill Engineer" will 
utilize an automated circulation technique employing equipment 
of the digital computer centre on the fourth floor of the McConnel 
engineering building.

The new system is intended 
greatly to reduce the work of 
preparing the magazine for mail 
circulation, as the former prac- 
tice of writing out address labels 
has been found to consume far 
too much time for the present 
mailed circulation. A study of 
this problem has ended in the 
decision to utilize computer equip- 
ment. 

Each person on the magazine's 
mailing list will be represented 
in the mailing file by a punched 
computer card. The digital card 
contains rows of numbers running 
from left to right. Through an 
appropriate code some of the num- 
bers arc punched out to pro- 
gramme information for the com- 
puter. Each card will contain the 
pertinent information, i.e. the 
subscriber's name and address. . 

At the time of publication the 
cards will be stacked, in a special 
high-speed printer and the pro- 
grammed information will be trans- 
ferred by the printing equipment 
to the address labels, which are 
adhesive-backed on wax paper, 
and are Joined together in rolls 



of several thousand, which may be 
fed directly into the machine. 
Some one thousand labels can be 
printed and ready for application 
in less than an hour, and the 
system is as inexpensive as it is 
efficient. 

The automated circulation system 
will be tried out on a small scale 
for the December issue, with the 
off-campus mailing list being ad- 
dressed. If the system proves as 
satisfactory as anticipated, the en- 
tire circulation of "The McGill En- 
gineer" will be distributed by mail 
using the computer application, 
which will ensure efficient circu- 
lation to undergraduates, as has 
not been entirely the case 'In 
the past. 

The editorial staff will consider 
engineering students interested 
in the programming and operation 
of computer equipment for the 
circulation department of the mn- 
gazlne.
